THE COOL AND QUIET 
By JOHN LAUE ~ 

Erroll Garner is one of the most talked-about and listened-to pianists 
of the present day jazz scene. He has made hundreds of records and 
probably thousands of appearances. In a day when the mark of a jazz 
musician is a performance with more than.a few mistakes in it. Gar- 
ner is almost never known to strike a wrong note. 

Born in Pittsburg in 1921, he took up the piano when he was nine 
years old. He put in an immense amount of study of the instrument 
informally, but somehow never learned to read music. In 1937, he be- 
gan his professional performances, and in 1945 he really caught on. 

He cut record after record and made appearances almost everywhere. 
His name became a household word. It was amazing to other mu- 
sicians how one person could play every style, but with such individu- 
ality. 

Garner is not of the modern school of pianists. He has a very solid 
background in the traditionalists and this shows in his playing. Despite 
the fact that he has taken the best of many styles and put them to- 
gether, though he still retains a very individual sound, especially on 
fast numbers. 

One of the main reasons for his acceptance by the public is his left- 
handed delayed beat. As many fans know, he is naturally left handed, 
and seems to relish in doing things with that hand that are unheard of. 

In 1954, he signed a record contract with Mercury and has been do- 
ing very well ever since. z
